which was won in Stockholm by F. 
R. Beie of Norway.

Wall While Burglars Work 


Two armed men wearing white’ 


handkerchiefs as masks, compelled 
two employes of the East St. Louts 


& Suburban Railway Co. to sit with | 


their faces to the wall at the car 
barn office of the company at Mary- 
ville, Ill., at 3 o’clock this morning, 
battered their way into the safe and 
got away with between $800 and 
$1000, two days’ receipts of that di- 
vision. 

Christ Menzie and William Brum, 
both of Collinsville, were the only 
men at the barns. Brum was work- 
Ing on a car and Menzie was near 
an open door when the two men ap-
